ing the field” (a custom so well known in 

Qhina, and which was observed on the firat 

‘day of the solar new year) was performed.

In 
Now England, where certain old customs 
are olung to with greater tenacity than in

“is quite an institution. This custom iso 
gront antiquity and of widesprend ‘obsor- 
vance, The Chinese observe it to the pre- 
sent day, for to pay calla and make 
presents is considered lucky, and may re- 


sult in good to the peraon during the com- 
ing year. ho custom of presenting now 
year gifts is said to have been transmitted 
to our forefathers by the Romans, who 
called their presents: strene, The word 
means a sign or omen, and gifts wore 
therefore signs of good fecling as well as 
omens of good fortune, Thero is a tradi- 
tion that branches of trees cut from the 
“grovos sacred to tho goddess Stronia were 


: lara to one of the early kings of the 


abines on new year’s day as an-omen of 
good or strength, and benco the observance 
of the custom. ‘We may here remark that 
thero are certain trees, the boughs of which 
are largely sought after by the Chinese at 
their new year. Among the French the 
oustom of giving and receiving gifts at 
new year has also been received from their 
-Latin forefathers, and -henoe the name 
Etronne, New Year's gift, from strena. We 
are told that the ancient Druids were in 
the habit of outting down the misletoo at 
new year and sending it round to the peo- 
le, as possessing exceptional virtue, 
‘here have not been wanting persons who 
condemn these practices as heathenish, and 
there can be no doubt that a few centuries 
ago the custom was attended by many 
practices prejudicial to the morala of the 
English people. We may notice one ons- 
tom formerly. observed in Great Britain 
which has had its counterpart in China 
ever since the-days-of Confucius, --We-re—| 
fer to the custom of paying fees to the 
schoolmaster on opening school at now 
year. From the Confucian Analects (Legge, 
p. 61) we learn that ‘it was the rule an- 
ciently that when one party waited on an- 
other he should carry some present or 
offering with him. Pupils did so when 
_they first waited on their teacher.” Then 
jn later times the custom grew up of. mak- 
hg these presents at the New Year, be- 
cause it was usual for scholara to. begin 
their studies at that season, as being for- 
tunste for tndertaking any new thing.
